It  is  a  unique  variety,  since  individual  flowers  vary  in  form  and  struc¬ 
ture,  all  of  which  are  worthwhile  cut  flower  varieties. 

The  parent  plant,  grown  outdoors  in  the  South,  blooms  from  December 
through  February,  tolerating  a  wide  fluctuation  in  temperature,  with  little 
injury  to  the  flower  buds.
